A SENSATIONAL CASE . 


Some Damaging Evidence in a Di- 


vorce Case. 
A divorce cuse was tried yesterday 


before Judge Clark, the doors being 
closed to the public. The case was one 
brought by William Hutchins against 
his wife, Mrs. Etta Hutchins, and con- 
tained a very sensational and serious 
charge on the part of the husband, who 


is a barber doing business in the city. 


The ostensible charge brought by him 
was that of extreme cruelty. He and 
Mrs. Hutchins were married in April 
last and have not led a happy life to- 


gether. 


Mrs. Hutchins had been thrice di- 
vorced before her marriage with Mr. 
Hutchins, twice in Canada and once in 
the United States, and is stilla young 
and quite pretty-lookmg woman. Evi- 


dence was introduced to show that she 
is one of those women who have a 
horror of the care of a family, and 


thatshe took means to accomplish her 


purpose, which greatly wrought up her 


husband. He testified himself that 


she had operated upon herself with an 


instrument in such a manuer as to pro- 
cure a miscarriage, at a time when it 
was little short of murder to have done 


so. Otber witnesses were introduced 
who corroborated the testimony of Mr. 


Hutchins, the details of their testi- 
mony not being of such a nature that 
they can be published. The husband | 
said that he remonstrated with his 
wife upon her unnatural and inhuman 
conduct, but that his words had no effect 
upon her, and she carried out her lans 
despite his entreaties. The Court 
granted the decree, the wife allowing 


the case to go by default. 


A Peculiar Case. 
On motion of the District Attorney, 


the charge against Samuel Neath, of 
assault with intent to murder, was dis- 


missed by Judge Owens in the Police

“Mr. Mitchell, Taz Tnitxs is de- 


sirous of giving its readers an accurate 
and impartial account of the mines 
d mining development of Lower 
California, and knowing of your visit 
there, would like an account ot it?” 
„Well, sir, I will be pleased to give 
u all the intormation I have. And 
at my experience and investigation 
may be of value to others, I will begin 
at the beginning: The purty I accom- 
anied, which also included Mesars. H. 
Flash and Edward Bowring. of this 
city, started from Tia Juaua overland in 
‘Carriages for Alamo, a distance of about 
160 miles. Tuis was a mistake, as the 
roads are too rough for an ordinary car- 
riage, and in consequence we had a 
break down’ of one of the carriages, 
which necessitated more walking than 
the inmates were accustomed to, and 
four’ days in making the journey. I 
will add in passing that the best route 
is via Ensenada by steamer, and then 
take the stage for Alamo, which leaves 
on Monday and Friday of each week.“ 
What is 
CHARACTER OF THE COUNTRY 
through which you passed?” 
Extremely mountainous. You travel 
from one range of mountains to an- 
other, with here and there a valley. 
somewhat similar to this country, and 
used tor cattle ranches; aud some very 
fine ones there are, too, with good-con- 
ditioned cattle on them. All of this 
section is within the graut to the Inter- 
national Company, but I saw no culti- 
vation by colonists, and no colonists, in 
fact; and, to go further, but very little 
land for cultivation. Ina whole day’s 
travel I do not remember to have seen 
more than one or two adobe ranch- 
2 occupied by Mexicans or In- 
ans.

re is the now celebrated Masao con- 
The mines belonging to this 
t. situated about two miles from 
Real, are old mines, which were 
abandoned for lack of water. The 
rojectors of this scheme are now 
uilding a flume five miles long, which 
will turuish 800 inches of water, and 
also store reservoirs for the dry 
months. I was told there were about 
100 Chinese at work, aud that the ore 
from the mines prospected large. There 
are also being worked two other mines 
near the town, the San Nicholas and 
Occidental. Both have five stamp 
mills, and the San Nicholas cleaned up 
$1600 in five days. I saw the gold 
brick from the run. The Occidental 


mine is spending $5000 sinking a 
shaft and There seems 
to de no doubt that there are rich 


gold and silver deposits in this section. 
and prospectors are at work looking 
for them. 

“Atter spending a day at the Real 
for the purpose of examining the 
mines there and mending the broken 
carriage, which refused to be suf- 
ficiently mended to carry us to the end 
of our journey, we pushed on, and 
with the aid of a four-horse wagon, 
without springs, we finally arrived at 

ALAMO. 

This is the name of the mining set- 
tlement and district, which has been 
created since last April, the time of 
the first excitement. I was surprised 
to find such a substantial appearing 
little town, which bad been built in 
less than three months, as the town 
was moved to its present site from 
about half a mile distance east. The 
place claims 1100 inhabitants, but I 
think 700 would cover the number of

dian there. 

„There have been already contracted 
and in course of construction about 25 
substantial adobe houses, though one 
builder, a Chinaman, who runs a res- 
taurant, tuld me bis shingles cost him 


more than seven cents each. There are 


six general stores, two restaurants, 
two butcher shops and two barber 
shops, and bar-room galore, but no 
hotel or lodging-house, and one bas to 
pat up where he can find a soft place. 

‘he softest 8 found by some of the 
party was a billiard table and a bar- 
room floor. By the way, there is a 
weekly newspaper published there 
called the Alamo Nugget, and a hos- 
pital is being erected. I give you this 
data to show that tbere is confidence 
in the ER of the new camp. 
And it is a typical 21 camp, too. 
Everything comes high. Hay sells at 
$40 per ton, and it costs as much to 
keep your horse as it does one’s self, 
And the wily Mexicans, whose service 
you may need, are not slow to recog- 
nize ‘strangers and take them in’ ac- 
cordingly. But one thing is excep- 
tional, and that is the peace and good 
order of the camp. There has not been 
a fatal difficulty during the life of the 
place, which is due to the diligence of 
the Mexican authorities.“

»In Mexican Gulch, about 4 miles 
from Alamo, where the first rich pla- 
cers were discovered, there are five 
claims being worked, and a 5-stamp 
mill in course of construction for cus 
tom work. Here is situated the 
‘Prince Regent’ claim, owned gen- 
tlemen accompanying me. This is a 
vein of sugar quartz, prospecting from 
$30 to $40 per ton. The ledge was only 
about five inches on the surface, but 
broadened to three feet when only 
down 10 feet.

ing this ledge, which is granted by a 
written instrument describing the 
prospect, made in triplicate, and 
signed by the discov rer and the 
Judge, and filed. This covers an area 
of 100x200 meters; but if there are 
more than one denouncers of one 
claim it covers 200x800 meters. * 
j costs 825, including 8 

udge’s fee for viewing the claim. 
Then the party or parties have four 
months in which to do the ‘possession 
work,’ as it is called, which means 
that a shaft must be made 19 feet 
deep and a drift of 19 feet on the vein, 
which work and the payment of about 
$250 entitles the owner to possession of 
the mine in whatever direction it may 
run within the prescribed limits. Taking 
possession is = a formality, as it is 
done only in the presence of the Gov- 
ernor and bis secretary, and upon the 
lines run by the official surveyor at the 
time. After the possession the mine 
must be worked 26 weeks during the 
following year. And further, there is 
a tax of 7 per cent. on the output, col- 
lected by a revenue officer.

THAT LOST BOY AND CONIEF 
GLASS AGAIN. 
The Fruit Industry—A Memorial to 
‘Be Prosented to Congress—The 
Juan Jose Pifia Murder Case on 
Trial. 


Chief of Police Glass is in receipt of 
a letter from J. W. Westeott. a general 
freight and vessel agent of Detroit, in 
relation to the disappearance of his 


a dispatch frpm Los Angeles to an 
eastern paper, which referred to the 
supposed finding in this city of Willie 
Dickinson, and he thought there was a 


bis son. 

The communication states that the 
boy, whose name is George C. West- 
cott, disappeared from Marine City, 
Mich., on the morning of May 2ist, 
1880, at which time he was 6 years old. 
He was on a visit to his mother’s par- 
ents, and was last seen riding his 
velocipede, which was found on the 
sidewalk aiter the child disappeared. 
It was at first thought likely he had 
been drowned, but the father, from 
circumstances which occurred to him, 
was led to believe that he had been 
kidnaped, and that persons whose 
names, he says, are Farrar, Smith and 
Beebe, bad a hand in it. 

He goes on to say that he had been 
divorced from his wife, wio took the 
boy to live with her mother. The boy 
lived there until his mother died, and 
was then taken, against the wishes of 
his grandmother, to his father’s house, 
where he remained for a year and then 


grandmother, whose name 
is Smith, had a brother who at that 
time lived in California, and he was 
on a visit to bis sister when the child 
disappeared. 
He is strengthened in the belief that 
these persons had — 1 2 to do 
with the disappearance of bis son, 
from the fact that be was taught by 
his grandparents to look upon his 
father as a bad man, who would, 
should he get a chance, lock him up, 
and he believes that this would lead 
the child to forget him. 

At 6 years of age tre boy is describea 
by his father as being ve gpa built, 
with dark-brown eyes, dar 


ponies e hada flat nose and was 
u 2 habit of biting at his finger- 
nails. 

A photograph was inclosed in the 
letter, and the matter is being investi- 
gated the officers. There is not 
much chance, however, of the sup- 
posed Dickinson boy turning out to be 
George E. Westcott, at least there is 
no resemblance between the two.

JUAN JOSE PINA 


On Trial for Murdering a Brother 
Mexican. 
Juan José Pifia was on trial yester- 
day before Judge Cheney for the kill- 
ing of Tranqullino Martinez, near 
Santa Monica, several weeks ago. 
The defendant ig a. big-boned, squatty, 
muscular Mexican, and does not un- 


emu. He not much intel: 
gence, and is more like a brute than u 
man. He claims that Martinez was 


him ten or twelve times with his fists, 
killing bim. His fists look big enough 
and strong enough to fell an ox, but it 
seemed difficult at the Coroner’s in- 
quest, and seems difficult now, to at- 
tribute the lacerated wounds on the 
face and body of the murdered man to 
the blews ofa fist. He admitted the 
day after the killing that he did it, but 
at that time claimed it was done in 
self-defense, and has stuck to it ever 
since. Thescene of the tragedy was 
about four miles above Santa Monica, 
near the cafion, and it took place about 
dusk. Pifia says that he was leading 
a mule along, going toward dis home, 
which is beyoud Topanga, when Mar- 


tinez same 12 on horseback and at- 
tacked him. He says that he never saw 
the man betore. After being cut 


several times, the fight lasting quite 
a long time, he an to knock his as- 
sailant down, and kept doing so until 
the breath was out of bis body. The 
next — he came to a camp of 
San Bernardino men and told them he 
bad killed Martinez. They pes him 
under arrest and brought him to Santa 
Monica. 

A jury was impaneled in the case 
during the morning and several wit- 
nesses were examined during the after- 
noon. The testimony given by them 
is substantially as outlined in the 
preceding paragraphs. 

Pifia said a good many things which 
the Americans were unable to under- 
stand, but he managed to make them 
know the general outlines of the affray, 
and his partin it. The witnesses were 
put through quite lengthy cross-ex- 
aminations by Messrs. tthews and 
Dunlop, counsel for the defense, and 
it is evideut that the plea of seif-de- 
fense in the case will be a strong one. 
When Pifia was first seen after the 
fight his face was bloody, and he was 
cut in several places. He swears that 
he had no weapons, not even a pen- 
knife, and used nothing but the 
weapons nature had provided him 
with. The testimony was not all in 
when court adjourned until Monday 
morning, when the trial will be re- 
sumed.

ASSEVERATES. 


At last Mr. Waterman’s commis- 
sioner speaks. 

M. S. Severance, one of the members 
of one of the boards of Insane Com- 
missioners, not unknown to fame—or 
at least to that peculiar sort of fame 
which hovers like a halo around the 
numerous foothill sites of San Bernar- 
dino county, where the gubernatorial 
hot water is wont to trickle down the 
Sierra’s sides has at last deigned to es- 
say a reply tothe serious charges made 
and published against him inconnection 
with the myriad manipulations con- 
ducted by the Governor and his more 
or less facile commissioners. The 
essential portions of Mr. Severance’s 
explanation, which was published in 
the evening paper yesterday, will be 
found in another column. They are 
reproduced in THe Times without the 
author's request, and as a part of the 
history of the extraordinary deal“ 
that bas been on now for these many 
months, but which has never yet been 
worked out. 

Mr. Severance opens with the fol- 
lowing plausible declarations: 


“I have been absent from the city since 
the appearance in Tue Times of 12th 
inst. of an editorial relating to the se- 
lection of a site for the Insane Asylum, at- 
tacking personal character as well as 
take the free opportunity. of replying 
to the charges contained in and insinuated 
by sald editorial.” 

The above cannot be accepted as 
strictly true since Mr. Severance was 
seen coming up town on Tuesday 
morning last (12th inst.), waving more 
or less wildly a copy of some news- 
paper, supposed to be Tue Times, and 
presumably headed for a lawyer’s 
office. But we let that pass—(not the 
lawyer’s office, but the Commissioner’s 
printed statement.) 

Mr. Severance’s letter has several 
weak places init. Desiring, however, 
to give him the full benefit of his de- 
fense, we print all its material points, 
only pointing out now the prominent 
fact that the question (outside of the 
telegrams quoted, which were not, of 
course, all the messages that passed 
between Mr. Severance and the Gov- 
ernor) is largely a question of veracity 
between the Commissioner and 
our informant. This gentleman 
was on the spot when the ob- 
jectionable deals“ were attempted, 
and spoke from personal knowl- 
edge in what he communicated 
to us. We are not aware that his 
word could be successfully impeached 
by Mr. Severance, in a test case be- 
tween the two. The leading charge 
made to and published by us was that 
Severance was denounced to his face, 
and in the presence of others, by a 
citizen, for trickery, and for having 
admitted that he haa been offered 
$5000 to vote for the McAbee tract; 
and that when denied the 
citizen’s charge, Commissioner Brown 
confronted te and taxed 
him with,;‘having stated as much 
to him { ); whereupon Severance 
ded, after declaring that if he had 


was offered no money to vote for the 
McAbee tract, and denies that he ever 
said he was; but he is silent as to the 
charge that he was denounced to his 
face, without resentment on his part. 
So the question of veracity stands. 

In regard to the disappearance of 
papers in his hands as secretary, Mr. 
Severance admits that he returned cer- 
tain papers to Seth Marshall, covering 
several offers of sites, and that he re- 
grets“ having done so, since the com 
missioners had made a point of it. 
(It is the papers taken outof the hands 
of the commission that were said by 
our informant to contain matters im- 
proper to be concealed.) Severance 
also admits that Marshall owes a cor- 
poration in which he (Severance) has 
an interest, but denies the $30,000 in- 
dividual obligation charged. 3 

Mr. Severance winds up his letter 
with a flourish, as though his case 
were completely made out. But is it? 
The question of confidence“ is still 
an open one. The people still doubt, 
for the very good reason that the 
bottom of this long-drawn-out, misera- 
ble and manifestly crooked Insane- 
Asylum-site business has not yet been 
reached. | 

The truth is at the bottom of the 
well, but the old oaken bucket of the 
tireless truth-seeker keeps going down 
and down after it. 

As the Insane Commissioners are to 
be investigated by the Grand Jury of 
San Bernardino county, perhaps they 
can aid these truth-seekers to get at 
the true inwardness of this complex, 
triple-plated, fifteen-puzzle, Schleswig- 
Holstein affair. 


HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT. 


Col. Albert A. Pope of Boston de-. 
livered an interesting address in that 
city last month, before the Carriage 
Builders’ National Association, on 
“Highway Improvement.” The 
speaker argued in favor of some sort 
of national supervision of highways, 
such as bas long been exercised in 
those countries of the old world which 
possess such magnificent roads as to 
excite the admiration of all visitors. 

It is true that no country has a 
greater road mileage, inproportion to 
the population, than the United States; 
but they have been built in a go-as- 
you-please manner, and in  conse- 


quence we have suffered from 
a lack of any general sys- 
tem of public policy, covering 


the location, construction and mainte- 
nance of roads. American roads are 
far below the average; they certainly 
are among the worst in the civilized 
world, and always have been, largely 
as a result of permitting local circum- 
stancgs to determine the location, with 
little or no regard tor any general sys- 
tem,and haste, waste and ignorance 
in building. 
Here are a few of the arguments ad- 

duced by Col. Pope, in favor of im- 
proved highways: a 


Good roads attract population, as well as 
good schools and cburches. Good road 
improve the value of property, so that it is 
said a farm lyin ve miles from market 
connected by a bad road, is of less value 
than an equally good farm lying ten miles 
away from market, connected by a good 


road. 
A larger load can be drawn by one horse 
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over a good road, than by two over a bad 
“Good e the greater ex- 
change . — commodities do- 


tween one sectlon and another. 
toads are of great value-to railroads 
as feeders. 

Various movements are already un- 
der way in the direction of road-im- 
provements. The Governors of several 
States have made special reference to 
the subject in their annual messages, 
and in more than one State bills have 
been presented having in view the bet- 
terment of State highways, by regu- 
larly organized systems of works, to 
be carried out under the supervision of 
departments provided by the State. In 
Pennsylvania a general tax levy of 7+ 
mills bas been ordered by the Legisla- 
ture for road improvements. 

The high point to be aimed at, in the 
opinion of Col. Pope, is the recognition 
of the importance of the whole situa- 
tion by the National Government, and 
the establishment by Congress of a 
national.system. As an outline for 
such system, it q suggested that a com- 
missioner of hi ays be provided for 
in the Agricultu 33 with 
a corps of consulting. engineers, and 
suitable appropriations made for the 
prosecution of a general supervising 
work. For coöperation with this 
central bureau and the prosecution 
of the work in the most thorough 
and practical way, each State should 
have its highway commissioner. 

We ought to feel interested in the 
subject of highway improvement in 
Los Angeles county, for we have some 
remarkably bad ones here, where there 
is no valid excuse for such condition, 
especially in view of the large sums 
which we pay out for them annually. 

While upon this question, we may 
refer to an interview recently published 
in the Kansas City Star, with a gentle- 
man of that city on the subject of the 
best pavements for streets. The citi- 
zen said: 

“The people of Kansas City were never 
more deeply interested in the paving ques- 
tion than at present, and are eager for re- 
liable information. As the truth relative to 
the macadam pavement is diffused, the 

ejudice against it is rapidly disappearing. 

eople are not disposed to bay $1.50 a yard 
for cedar or 8 blocks, $1.75 for vitri- 
fied brick, $2.03 for Colorado sandstone, 
$2.75 for asphalt. $3.75 for ite and $ for 
Medina stone, when for cents a square 
they may have a pavement better made 
of m am. It is the best and cheapest 
form of pavement that we can adopt. It is 
the only kind that has proved, at a mod- 
erate cost, its decided superiority in man 
and important respects over the stone bloc 
pavements. By a judicious selection of 
stone and a careful determination of its 
size, a macadamized roadway may be 
acentes te almost every description of 

Other persons spoke very strongly in 
favor of vitmified brick, which, how- 
ever, isofcourse much more expensive, 
and only practicable on city streets. 
The question of material is an after- 
thought, which can easily be settled. 
What we want first isto arouse a gen- 
eral feeling in favor of national and 
State codperation for the building of

The annual report of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, published a 
few days since, states, among other 
things, that the anomalous posi- 
tion heretofore occupied by the 
Indians cannot be much longer 
maintained. The logic of events 
demands the insertion of the 
Indian into our national life, not as an 
Indian, but as an American citizen. 
He must adapt himself to his environ- 
ments. and conform his mode of living 
to our civilization, and no longer be 
supported in idleness. The only solu- 
tion of the Indian problem is, in the 
estimation of the Commissioner, 
through citizenship. The majority of 
the intelligent citizens of the Republic 
will concur with him in that opinion. 

Capital, when oppressive, must 
sooner or later give way to the de- 
mands of labor. The present is not an 
age when injustice will, unhindered, 
be allowed to thrive. The laboring 


masses of the old world are catching 


somewhat of the spirit which controls 
their brothers in the new. Capital is 
also learning the lesson slowly, in the 
lands across the water, that the laborer 
is something more than a beast of bur- 
den, to be goaded to effort as long as his 
strength will endure.

EDUCATION. 


THE PASADENA SCHOOLS AND 
HOW THEY ARE EQUIPPED 


And Carried On—A System to Be 
Proud Of—The Teachers and 

Their Work—Taxpayers Get the 
Value of Their Money. 


Thursday, the 10th of September, 
1874, the first Pasadena school opened 
at the residence of William T. Clapp, 
with two pupils. Today, 15 years 
later, we have six large schools, repre- 
senting about $100,000 in building and 
a third that amountin land. The in- 
tellectual growth has been surpris- 
ingly rapid; all these schoolhouses hay- 
ing been built since 1884. The little 
class started by Mr. Clapp increased, 
and soon a $300 one-room schoolhouse 
was opened on the grounds of Mr. 
Clapp on Orange Grove avenue. The 
first school teacher was Miss Jennie H. 
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Wilson Grammar-school building, Ma- 
rengo avenue. 


Clapp, now the wife ef the Rev. Mr 
Culver of San Francisco. The first 
trustees were Col. Jabez Banbury, now 
County Sonar Mr. H. G. Bennett 
and Dr. W. W Edwards. The school 
gradually increased in size; the one 
room was ad to. and was at the 
time not only a school, but town hall 
and anything that such a building 
could be used for. In 1877 the house 
was moved to a more central locality 

on the corner of Fair Oaks avenue an nd 
Colorado street, and was finally sold 
and moved away to pire place to a 
better and larger building that is now 
owned by Mr. John Vandevoort and 
used as a city hall on Raymond 
avenue. This schoolhouse was built in

The school buildings are large, co 
modious, and would do credit toa city 
of ten times this size. The Wilson 
school, on Marengo avenue, 

ten rooms and a capacity of 400 
pupils. It was built in 1887 at a cost 

f $30,000. The Gar school, on 
California street, is an im ing build- 
ing, with seven rooms and a capacity 
of 315. It was erected in 1888, ata 
cost of $23,000. The Wilson primary 
has eight rooms, and seats for 340 pu- 
pils. It was built last year, at an ex- 
pense of $20,000. The ashington 
school —a fine, handsome building, 
back of the Painter, on Monk Hill— 
has nine rooms, and holds 365 pupils. 
The Grant school, for the convenience 
of those on East Colorado street, has 
two rooms and 75 pupils. It is one of 
the oldest, and was ned in 1884, 
costing about $2500. At Linda Vista 
we find the Jackson school, 
room and 20 pupils, put up last 
year a 2 tasteful building; and 

finally, the Lincoln school, of 
two round. affording accommodations 
for 100 pupils. These schools are = 
equipped with teachers carefull 
lected, graduates of colleges an ner 
mal schools in nearly every State in 
the Union. They teach in the High 
School department the following: Al- 
gebra, geometry, book-keeping, sot 
ology, physics, chemistry, physical 

geography, zodlogy, civil government, 
rhetoric, literature, music and draw- 


ing. In the grammar department we 


have reading. spelling, 
ography, history of the United 
tates, arithmetic, music, drawing, 

natural science, language and gram- 


mar. Inthe primary department we 
have penmanshap, spelling, language, 
arithmetic, drawing and music. What

Public Spirit and Services Repaid 
by a Law Suit. 
A suit has been brought in Justice 
Van Doren’s court by Isaac Springer 
against Judge Eaton for the sum of

PUEBLOS BANQUET 


Only One Square Meal a Year, but 
a Good One—The Indian 
Version of All Souls“ Day—Thoe 


IstetTa (N. M.), Nov. 
banquet to which the only guests bid- 
den were corpses, would be a novelty 
to civilized caterers and public alike; 
but nothing is too original for a Puebio 
He would as soon think of 
starving himself as the dear departed. 
It is true that he feeds himself more 
frequently than he does them, but that 
is not from selfish motives. He takes 
a good deal more active exercise than 
they do, ana has therefore a more im- 
Once a year is 
often enough for a dead man to eat; 
but what a spread he does get at last, 
even if meal-time seems a little slow in 
coming! It is well worth waiting for; 
aud I have never kuown a defunct 
Pueblo to paraphrase the famous inter- 
Carolinian lament that it’s a long time 


The Pueblo Dia de los Muertos, or 
Feast of the Dead, is an aboriginal 
day—an anniver- 
sary whose civilized significance they 
indorse, while they deem it necessary 
to supply certain deficiencies therein.

square meal puts the departed in a bet- 


This annual banquet to the dead is 
one of the most interesting and pic- 
Luresque ceremonies which an Ameri- 
can 1s allowed to witness in a Pueblo 
There are more remarkable 
observances, but they are secret, and 
are always preceded by the temporary 
banishment of all aliens from town. 
This feast is free to public gaze, and 1 
even succeeded in getting the only | 
extant phetographs of it—before the 
Indiaus discovered what 1 wus up to.

The bair of 
both sexes is fine, wonderfully heavy 
And such care as 
Two or three times a 
week it is laboriously washed in a tub 
of water lathered with the all-conven- 
ent amole, which is one of the best 
hair-dressings in the world, if not the 
Dried and carefully combed out, 
done up, in the masculine case, in an

yptian chonyo; and in the feminine 
allowed to fall in its midnight beauty 
over the gay back-handkerchief, it 
looks well enough for anybody’s feast. 
That is another odd thing about these 
Pueblos. Outside of our society swells 
who boast handkerchiefs of priceless 
lace, there are no le in the United 
States who use such fine handkerchiefs 
as these Indians. The costliest silk 
panuelos are imported from China e- 
chee for this trade. Not that the 

ueblos think so much of their poses 
as to “blow themselves in“ to such an 
extent—they never woulda be so profane 
as to put those exquisite fabrics to such 
a use—but simply as an adornment. 
The Pueblo belle wears her bandker- 
chief over her back, reversed napkins 
fashion,with two corners tied togeth 
under ber chin. It matches the rest 
her quaint and classic garb wonderfally 
well, and its adoption shows that she 

original taste. 

Tue important day is bere at last, 
and two tall fellows in their white 
calzoncillos and their reddest print 
shirts ure up in the church towers 
titillating the delle for mass. Such 
tattoos as they beat on those ri 
metals! The chimes of Trinity are 
nowhere alongside that astounding 
manipulation of two very brassy 
with only a couple of cobble-stones for 
strikers.

By noon, 
however, all is over. The last grave 
is blessed, the last basket of remnants ® 
bas gone to swell the priest's larder, 


and the last mourner has gone home 
to weep a quiet little weep before tak- N 
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all they wanted from it. There must 
have been about a ton of bread, and 
other eatables in proportion; and as 
all of it will keep forever, unless eaten 
sooner, the priest’s twe pretty adepted 
daughters will have very little cookin 
to do this winter—the “funeral bak 
meats” will coldly furnish forth“ no 
end of dinners. And as for candles— 
why, they could have an illumination 
every day in the year.

tives, Savage and Semi-civilized 
—Missionary Work. 


Sirka (Alaska), October, 1889. — 
{Special Correspondence of THE 
TimeEs.] The little capital of Alaska has 
enough of history and romance con- 
nected with it to render it the most in- 
teresting spot, as it is*the most beauti- 
ful of the entire journey. In 1799 


erecting a fort, took possession of the 
island for Russia. Three years after- 
ward the Indians captured the fort 
und murdered the garrison. Shortly 
after the sturdy Russian recaptured 
the place, erected another fort and 
thereaiter maintained the Russian 
supremacy with an iron hand. From 
that date it became a place of commer- 
cial importance, with dock and ship- 
yards and varied industries, and in 
1882 the capital was transferred from 
St. Paul, Kodiak Island, to Sitka, and 
very soon thereafter the little city was 
made a bishopric of the Greek Church, 
witb the beloved Father Veniaminoff, 
of fragrant memory, in charge. Schools 
and seminaries were established, 
and many high-bred Russian families 
made their home in the new capital. 
At present there are about 200 
Russians residing there, and but three 
or tour families are of unmixed blood. 
A young Russian who was an 6ye-wit- 
ness of the transfer described the 
scene as quite affecting. There were 
at that time about 3000 Russians in the 
— but they mostly returned to the 

ome country at once. When their 
own flag was lowered and

substituted, the ladies wept, aud many 
of the Russian officers were suspected 
of tears. The old block-houses of the 
Russians are still standing, adjoining 
the old cemetery, its weather-worn 
palings and crosses almost hidden by 
a tangle of underbrush. The old saw 
mill is a picturesque and mossy 
ruin beside the babbling’ mill- 
stream, and the rotten remains 
of former homes may turn- 
ed up in the soil in many places. 

Our late arrival gave us only time 
before dinner for a hasty walk up the 
narrow street leading from the wharf, 
past the public buildings and the lofty 
castle, as far as the Greek Church 
which faces the street, some 
a mile from the landing. The plaza 
and Governor's residence are on the 
left of the street, opposite the custom- 
house, which is also the courthouse. 
Adjoining the church is the printing 
office of 

THE ALASKAN, 

the most northwesterly newspaper pub- 
lished in America. On the opposite 
side of the street, a large log building 
is used as a store. Betore reaching 
the church we pass the log house used 
by the Russians as a clubhouse; now 
converted into a commonplace fire- 
engine house, but distinguished by a 
huge boulder in front, out of which 
seems to grow a gnaried and starvin 

cedar, which has been there beyon 

the 8 the Sitkans of today. 
All along the street the native women

After the 5 o’clock dinner on board 
ship almost the entire party set out in 
1 for the walk to Indian River. 

ust beyond the Greek Church the 
road turns abruptly to the right. We 
passed some humble homes, then the 
residence of the Greek priest, Father 
Donsky, a large frame house, painted 
white, witha large flower garden in 
front—the only one we saw in 
Sitka, though in many places a few 
flowers and pot plants are grown. 
Then we passed the Mission buildings, 
superintended by Dr. Jackson, and the 
industrial training school for the na- 
tives, a new building now being erected 
for a hospital and a number of neat 
cottages, the homes of married pupils 
of the mission. This road is only built 
up on one side and faces the island- 
studded bay. Just beyond the mission 
buildings the road enters the fores 
which here presents the appearance o 

A LOVELY NATURAL PARK. 

The path was laid out and paved with 
pebbles from the beach by the soldiers 
in garrison days. It winds in alluring 
curves through groups of spruce, fir 
and yellow cedar. On the right 
it is a mere belt of forest a 
few feet in width. with many 
grassy intervening glades. Through 
the open spaces the pebbly beach 
and the azure bay, with its wooded 
islets, are visible; on the left the forest 
presents an unbroken front, except 
where tiny foothills are seen to wind 
through it, and on this side the soil 
slopes back from the path in a sort of 
grassy bank or terrace, along which 
grow white clover, ferns, tiny creeping 
plants, and the ever beautiful, feathery 
Alaska moss. Followed to its end 
this path leads to an open space where 
the Indian River empties into the 
bay. Just across its pebbly channel, 
like a great wall, rises the purple, tree- 
less Alaskan range, the higher peaks 

WHITE WITH ETERNAL SNOW. 

The scene as we turned to retrace 
our steps was one for an artist to paint 
and a poet to describe. It was sunset, 
and the whole western heaven was a 
vivid orange \glow; before us lay the 
quiet bay and its dusky islands; at the 
right the long, tapering spire of the 
Greek Church, and at tke left the 
castle on its hill made a frame be- 
tween which Mt. Edgecumbe’s flat- 
tened cone and attendant peaks were 
clearly outlined in richest purple 
against the orange background of the 
sky. The name of Sitka will always 
conjure up for us this lovely scene. 

Before going to theend of the beach- 
path we had turned off into a side 
path leading to the river, which we 


crossed on a little suspension foot-. 
bridge, and wandered far into the 


thread‘like moss, and the path ran 
through a most enticing tangle of 
bushes, ferns, vines and mossy stamps 
and logs. Nature décorates here with 
a tropical luxuriance, and every failen 
log or mangled stump is quickly cov- 
ered with delicate, feathery mosses, in 
which tiny creeping vines and ferns 
take root and render it a thing of

Trees also take root and grow in the 


moss on fallen logs, and after a time 
Baranoff visited thé site of Sitka, and. 


send rootlets down into the ground, 


and grow on into great forest trees, 


quite encircling the logs which first 
nourished them. There is a fine in- 
stance of this but a few paces from 
bridge at Indian River, where ala 
log seems to pass through the lower 
parts of two trees some 20 feet apart. 
One ol these had been feiled, only the 
stumps remaining, but the other was 
growing, a tall spruce, with a trank 
three feet in diameter at the base. 
The roots bad grown around 
the log on each side so that 
it seemed to pass directly through 
the tree, yet, notwithstanding 
the years it must have taken for the 
parasitic spruce to have attained such 
size. the log was not decayed, but 
might have been felled yesterday. A 
section three feet in length bad been 
sawed out of the tallen log so that its 
perfect soundness might be attested. 
Some kind souls have fitted up some 
rustic benches near the little bridge, 
and the stump of a fallen spruce fur- 
nishes a seat, where a weary tourist 
—— sit, and, gazing down into the 
cool, green depths of the water below, 
or watching it ripple along over its 
shining pebbles away in the sbadow of 
the unbroken forest, wonder if the

heard the singing of the pupils at the 
prayer meeting, to which the tourists 
were invited.

o is in charge of the school, 
speaks through an interpreter, 
Mrs. Tillie Paul, now a widow, 


whose was the first Christian mar- 
riage in the Territory. Mr. and Mrs. 
McFarland of the Hoonyah M ss:on 
were here on a visit with their in- 
terpreter, Dora Davis. Mrs. Paul is 
a half-breed and Miss Davisa full- 
blood native; both are intelligent and 
modest, act as teachers, and draw 
salaries from the Presbyterian Mission 
Board. The meeting opened by prayers 
by the natives in their own language. 
They spoke in low tones and rever- 
ently, and the 

ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY CHILDREN 
listened with a decarum hard to main- 
tain among as many white children. 
Between the prayers gospel hymns 
were sung by the pupils in perfectly 
good English. | 

The meeting was shortened some- 
what to give time for some exercises 
by the children, which consisted of 
speaking and singing, the accompanist 
on the organ being a native boy from 
Metlahkatla, who also acts as organist 
at the Presbyterian Church on Sab- 
baths. The voices were not musical, 
but they sang well, three — exe- 
cuting a trio in parts most creditably. 
After this Mrs. Paul and Miss Davis 
sang for us Jesus, Lover of My Soul,“ 
in the Thlinket dialect. Mr. Kelly 
then told us something of the work of 
the mission, its dfliculties, its suc- 
cesses and its needs. He stated that 
the pupils we saw were from 15 differ- 
ent tribes, speaking five different lan- 
guuges; that they had been gathered 
in from the degrading influences of 
the Indian ranches, some of them 
from homes where 150 nien, women and 
children bad

indescribable. Ilere, for three hours 
each day, they received mental train-

Man is the last and bighest link in 
the long chain of created things. One 
of them, he is yet capable of standing 
at the head and surveying them all.

Man is always reaching out toward 
the intinite.

But the most learned and greatest 
of men, though never presumptious, 
are never satisfied with what they have 
attained.
